Now that there are isolated clouds 
in the sky during the early morning 
hours the sunrise colors show to ad­ 
vantage, vivid reds in the east, softer 
glows in the west, and fiery-edged 
ships of the air floating overhead.

over the edge looking for islands to 
hide away treasure; but no modern 
steamships, they would not be admit­ 
ted to such gay swashbuckling com­ 
pany for they with their palatial eP 
ficiency have sold out romance and 
adventure to the Devil God of Com­ 
fort. 
But there in the distance is a 
Zeppelin. 
Yes, it would be admit­ 
ted for its gray bulk edged with fire 
speaks 
of 
piratical 
sallies 
over 
strange lands. 


The colc deepens then fades 
rapidly, the sun 
appears, 
the- 
clouds cast shadows upon 
the 
land, interesting shadows, mod­ 
em, somewhat cold and formal; 
the sun rays are warm, human 
activity commences, the little 
pirate ships, the awkward gal­ 
leons, the fat Zeppelins are just 
clouds. 
Sunrise on the Desert 
of the Palms is completed. 


Breakfast is a leisurely meal, no 
commute trains to catch, no 
noisy 
street cars to catch, no heavy city 
traffic to buck, plenty of time to en­ 
joy the desert sunshine srteaming in 
through the windows. No telephone 
bell to jar the nerves; no money­

is going to the devil. Even the mys­ 
tery of the identity of the next Re­ 
publican presidential candidate does 
not seem to be of such monumental 
importance. 
Those clouds on 
the 
lower ridges of San Jacinto intrigue 
the attention and it may be that the 
clouds gathering on San Gorgonio 
mean a new capping of snow or the 
fleecy streaks against the deep blue 
sky may bring a brilliant sunset. My 
barometer nitch in the mountains in­ 
dicates that the day will be fair and 
there is no immediate indication of 
rain. 


Andreas Canyon is the objec­

day. 
There 
are 
found indications of the flood 
waters of a summer cloudburst. 
In the lower branches 
of the 
trees along the stream are found 
driftwood indicated the height 
of the flood waters. There have

old 
Indian Caves drastic changes 
have taken place. 
Some of the

The work of run­ 
ning water is to get the land 
into the sea and it is most ac­ 
tive in this work, valleys are 
deepened, mountains are cut 
down, the material transported 
to the sea there to be deposited, 
forming new- rock strata, to re­ 
appear when the land is again 
uplifted. 
Huge accumulations 
of material are found 
at the 
mouths of great rivers, the Colo­ 
rado river, the Mississippi river, 
and die endless number of oth­ 
ers.

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DID THEY DIE IN VAIN? 
Did the thousands who were killed, in auto­ 
mobile accidents in California in the past seven 
years, die in vain? When they were plunged into 
the long, last sleep did not the tragedy of their 
going away act as a brake on countless motorists 
who travei the roads of this state today? 
Apparently there has been no warning from 
the fact that thousands of motorists in this state 
have lost their lives in the past seven years. If 
that be true these men and women died in vain. 
We judge the deaths of these unfortunate thou­ 
sands have not served as a deterrent; because, 
you see, death stalks on the highway at an alarm­ 
ing, increased rate. 
What can be done about remedying this con­ 
dition? 
Education as to safety seems to have 
failed in its purpose. Speed, coming from an agi­ 
tated public mental attitude, is a contributing in­ 
fluence toward fatal results on the road. 
Separation of truck and motor car traffic 
may be the solution. But, where is the 
money 
coming from for the carrying out of any such plan 
of segregation? 
One may not dwell much upon the hazards 
of driving, when on the road; he is more likely to 
realize the gravity of the situation when he sits in 
his office and reads: 
“So many killed over the Thanksgiv­ 
ing holiday; so many more maimed or in­ 
jured 
for life; and some more only 
scratched because Providence seemed to 
take care of them in some way that will 
never be explained.” 
We read in the statistics of the California mo­ 
tor department that more than 300,000 persons 
have been killed or injured in automobile acci­ 
dents in California in less than seven years. 
The steadily increasing traffic toll is revealed 
in a report of the state department of motor ve­ 
hicles which estimated that 270,000 persons were 
killed or injured in motor vehicle accidents in the 
six-year period ending last December. 
During the first eight months of 1935, a total 
of 1696 persons were killed and 29,790 injured. 
While the total number of accidents increased, the 
fatalities showed a slight increase. 
Statistics show a definite trend in accidents 
indicating the increasing danger of traffic 
on 
rural roads. For the first time in history, the 1934 
fatalities on rural roads w e r e more numerous than 
those in citiet. A total of 52.2 percent of the traf­ 
fic deaths occurred in the country. 
What is going to be done about it? 
Nothing 
much. Lives will continue to be snuffed out; hu­ 
mans will continue to be slaughtered in the mania 
for speed. Countless other thousands, now happy 
and sound of body, will be maimed for the rest of 
their natural lives. 
It’s the most serious 
problem confronting 
California today. Were it a joke one could laugh 
it off. It’s not a joke. It’s a spectre rising from 
the dead and maimed of only a few years’ time. 
Obviously it is the duty of newspapers, 
preachers, school teachers, as well as governmen­ 
tal agencies, to keep on pounding the truth into 
the public mind—the horrible truth concerning 
the harvest of death on the road. It is the duty 
of editorial writers, in the face of the present 
appalling situation, to go into gruesome details in 
an attempt to save life and limb of motorists. 
We publish here an editorial from the Hemet 
News: 
“The Readers’ Digest article, “—And Sudden 
Death,” has generally been accepted as the out­ 
standing magazine piece of the year and the most 
impressive lesson to motorists on the penalty of 
careless and reckless driving. That article paint­ 
ed in sickening and 
unforgettable details 
the 
hideous manner in which sudden 
death 
takes 
many of the victims of the auto. 
“But the victim is not always fortunate 
enough to die. 
Such an unhappy victim is Miss 
Anna Becker of Buffalo, N. Y., injured two years 
ago in an auto crash, and a helpless sufferer ever 
since. She begs for the appointment of a physi­ 
cian to end her pain by ending her life. 
“Who can read unmoved her remarkable— 
but futile appeal? Here is a portion of it: 
“ ‘In the name of mercy I ask you to 
appoint a doctor to take my life. A compe­ 
tent physician could certainly kill me with 
less pain than I endure in an hour. . . . 
For 749 days since the crash I have 
thought of death and would have taken 
my own life long ago if I had the cour­ 
age.” 
“Let the one at the wheel of a high-powered 
car think of that pitiful supplication the next time 
he is tempted to take a curve at 60 miles an hour, 
or pass another car upon a hill, or drive into a 
crossroads without precaution. 
Sudden 
death 
often attends those who take such chances, sud­ 
den death for themselves and those in their care. 
Too often, alas, no sudden death follows, but a 
living torture like Miss Becker’s, almost beyond 
endurance.”
